WHEREAS, on October 31, 2006, the Government filed a 
Petition for Hearing Pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 4248 to Determine 
Whether Person Is a Sexually Dangerous Person ("Petition 7 ') . In 
that Petition, the government requested that a hearing be 
scheduled to determine whether Respondent Daniel Scott Harnden 
("Respondent") is a sexually dangerous person subject to 
commitment to the custody of the Attorney General for treatment 
in a suitable facility pursuant to the requirements of 18 U.S.C 
§ 4248. As a result of the government's filing the Petition, 
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Respondent has been, and continues to be, in the custody of the ^

WHEREAS, on December 27, 2006, the Court issued an order 
appointing Hy Malinek,. Ph.D., as its expert to conduct an 
evaluation of Respondent to determine whether Respondent is a 
sexually dangerous person subject to civil commitment pursuant to 
18 U.S.C. §§ 4247(b), (c), and 4248(b). 

WHEREAS, on or about February 20, 2007, the parties and the 
Court received copies of Dr. Malinek' s Clinical Evaluation Report 
("Report'') concerning Respondent. • In that Report, Dr. Malinek 
opines that Respondent does not meet the criteria for civil 
commitment under 18 U.S.C. §§ 4247 and 4248. Specifically, Dr. 
Malinek states in the Report that "the evidence that Mr. Harnden 
is likely to sexually reoffend is presently insufficient to 
recommend civil commitment as a sex offender." 

WHEREAS, on February 21, 2007, the government filed an Ex 
Parte Application to Dismiss Petition _ for Hearing Pursuant to 18 
U.S.C. § 4248 (" Ex Parte Application") based on Dr. Malinek' s 
opinions and conclusions. In that Application, the government 
requests that its Petition for Hearing Pursuant to 18 U.S.C. 
§ 4248 to Determine Whether Person Is a Sexually Dangerous Person 
be dismissed and that Respondent be released from custody to 
begin serving his term of supervised release. 

Accordingly, for good cause shown, as set forth in the 
government's Ex Parte Application and Dr. Malinek' s Report, IT IS 
HEREBY ORDERED: 
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(1) That the Government's Petition for Hearing Pursuant to^
